JEFFERSON BROUGHT FIRST

Richmond, Ya., March 28.—Charles 
Bellini, a Florentine, whom William 
and Mary College claims to have been 
the first professor of modern langu­ 
ages in America, was not an ordinary 
vineyard worker elevated to a faculty 
chair, but was a man of exceptional 
scholastic attainments, W. G. Nardini 
of Richmond says in an article 
pub­ 
lished in current number of the Will­ 
iam and Mary Historical Quarterly. 
Nardini bases his answer to Belini’s 
critics on a series of letters which 
the Florentine exchanged with Thom­ 
as Jefferson. 
His translation of the 
correspondence forms the bulk of the 
article in the quarterly and reveals 
interesting side lights on the charact­ 
er of Jefferson as well as of the first 
modern language preceptor.

Bellini to this 
country along with a group of skill­

REV. M ATHER PREA CH ES 
j EXPERT SAYS ACID PHOSPHATE 
ON “ M ISA PPPLIE l) EX AM PLES” I PRINCIPAL COTTON FERTILIZER 


Richmond, Va., March 28.—Charles 
Bellini, a Florentine, whom William 
and Mary College claims to have been 
the first professor of modern langu­ 
ages in America, was not an ordinary 
vineyard worker elevated to a faculty 
chair, but was a man of exceptional 
scholastic attainments, W. G. Nardini 
of Richmond says in an article 
pub­ 
lished in current number of the W ill­ 
iam and Mary Historical Quarterly. 
Nardini bases his answer to Belini’s 
critics on a series of letters which 
the Florentine exchanged with Thom ­ 
as Jefferson. 
His translation of the 
correspondence forms the bulk of the 
article in the quarterly and reveals 
interesting side lights on the charact­ 
er of Jefferson as well as of the first 
modern language preceptor. 
Jefferson 
brought 
Bellini to this 
country along with a group of skill­ 
ed Italian husbandmen 
to 
aid him 
with his vineyard experiments 
in Al­ 
bemarle County. 
The 
vineyard pro­ 
ject proved a failure 
and Jefferson, 
then Governor of Virginia, persuaded 
Bellini to accept the chair of William 
and Mary College where from 1779 
to his death in 1803, 
the 
Florentine 
taught Spanish and Italian. 
Passages in the letters reveal th a t 
Bellini 
was 
an 
intimate of 
many 
men of letters of his day and that he 
was held 
in 
the 
highest esteem by 
Jefferson, whom history 
records 
a 
place us a leader in the intellectual 
life of the new nation.

great wisdom and understanding. We 
quote George W ashington on “entang­ 
ling foreign alliances” regardless 
of 
the changes in time 
and 
occasions. 
Men copy Franklin’s moral looseness 
rather than the total wisdom of 
the 
man. 
They even misapply the teach­ 
ings of the Bible by using part out of 
their proper setting as a basis of ac­ 
tion. 
Rev. M ather said the words of 
the prophets had in many cases been 
ruled out by the teachings of Christ. 
In closing he plead th a t we 
not 
base our lives on historical preced­ 
ent, misapplied, as in the case of the 
disciples who said they would act “as 
Elias”, but rath er base them on life 
“as Christ” lived it.

This 
not only increases the yield profitab­ 
ly, but makes the cotton open earlier. 
But on thin land, both bottom 
and 
upland, we need more than phosphate. 
We should mix 100 pounds of nitrate 
of soda with 200 pounds of acid phos­ 
phate and put it on each acre of this 
kind of land. 
A 4-12-0 mixed fertilz- 
er gives about the same result if you 
use the 300-pound application.
